[Commentary by Army General Mikhail Zaytsev, supreme commander, Group of Soviet 
Forces in Germany (GSFC): "Born in the Struggles To Defend the Revolution--On the 
63rd Anniversary of the Soviet Army and Navy") 


[Text] On 23 February, the Soviet people and scldiers, as well as workers from 
socialist fraternal countries, will solemnly celebrate the day of the Soviet Army 
and Navy. Created around the achievements of the Great October Revolution for the 
protection of freedom and independence of the socialist homeland, the Soviet armed 
forces have for 63 years done justice, in honor and dignity, to their historical 
mission, have reliably guarded our people's peaceful work, and have been a bastion 
of world peace. 


The 63rd anniversary of the Soviet Army and Navy coincides with a significant event: 
Yn 23 February, the 26th CPSU Congress will begin work in Moscow. Preparations for 
the congress have shown once again that the communist party acts in strong unity 

with the pe ple and has a clear program of action for its domestic and foreign policy. 
The Soviet people and soldiers unanimously approve of and support this program and 
are determined to act upon it, to further strengthen the Soviet Union's economic 

and defense potential, and to increase her reputation and position around the world. 


Armed Forces of a Liberated People 


The Soviet forces hold an honored position in the Soviet Union and Soviet history. 
When we look back over its past struggle, we note with great pride that its for- 
mation and development, its entire heroic history, are inseparable from the name of 
V.I. Lenin, from the actions of the communist party created by him. 


Lenin, who creatively develo, d the ideas of Marx and Engels about the necessity 
of armed protection of the revolution, built up the military program of the pro- 
letarian revolution, based on the defense of the socialist fatherland. He made 
this mission a sacred duty to liberated peoples, defined it as universal law in the 
development of all nations which go the way of socialism. 














For that reason, the organization of the country's armed protection was the most

It was created under the difficult and complicated conditions 
of a civil war and foreign military intervention, In bitter struggles, Soviet soldiers 
shattered an internal counterrevolution, defended the achievements of the October 
Revolution against numerous attacks by imperialist aggressors, and showed courage, 
bravery and revolutionary steadfastness, 


After the Soviets had been victor‘ us in civil war, they strengthened their positions 
domestically and worldwide, The people were able to direct their main efforts to the 
peaceful development of the economy and of culture, to the realization of Lenin's 
plan for the development of socialism, 


The Pat.iotic War Against the Hitler-Fascists 


The enemies, however, did not give up hope to be able to undermine or entirely 
liquidate Soviet power. In the years of peaceful development, the USSR's armed 
forces had to defen the integrity of the state and the sacrosanctity of its borders 
several times. In these struggles against the aggressors, Soviet soldiers proved 
their moral and military standards as well as their ability to handle modern 
weapons and to learn the art of warfare. 


The Great Patriotic War was a universal and difficult test for the entire Soviet 
nation and its armed forces. The sneak attack of Hitler-fascism interrupted the 
Soviet people's peaceful work. Again the country saw itself faced with the absolute 
necessity of militarily defending the homeland and socialist accomplishments. 


And again, just as in the civil war, the tried and proven communist party fought in 
the forefront for freedom and independence, The war against the fascist intruders 
became indeed a patriotic war. Under the party's motto: “Everything for the front, 
everything for victory!", the entire country turned into one single, powerful war camp. 


The Soviet people and its armed forces fought for victory for almost 1,500 days and 
nights. It was a struggle as had never before in history been fought, a struggle 
for the freedom and independence of the homeland, for the future of mankind, for its 
salvation from fascism. The outcome of the war was decided on the battlefields, in 
the factories, in the collective farms and state farms, in the mines and on the 
transport routes. 


Internationalist Duty Always Fulfilled in Honor 


The glory of the Soviet armed forces, bought dearly in the battles with the enemy, 
shall never grow pale. It was they who were the first to stop the most powerful 

army of the capitalist world, the army of Hitler-fascism, and who stopped the further 
escalation of aggression. It was they who destroyed Hitler's main forces, who gave 
the Japanese militarists the death blow, and who were decisive in gaining victory 

in World War II. It was they who liberated many European and Asian peoples from 
foreign rule and thus fulfilled their internationalist duty. 





The victory of the Soviet people and ite armed forces over tler-fasciem and 
Japanese milicarism resulted in fundamental changes of world historical significance, 
It strengthened the accomplisiments of socialism and weakened imperialism, The 
strong socialist world system came into Yeing. The victory increased estcem for 

the Soviet Union even more and strengthened her positions. It opened new and 
favorable possibilities for growth of peace, democracy and socialism. 


This victory is also a serious warning to the imperialist reaction, a hard history 
lesson for all those who attempt to revise the results of the past war, for all 
saber-rattlers, 


Fascist aggression has inflicted enormous damage on the Soviet Union. While over- 
coming the extraordinarily great difficulties of rebuilding after the war, the com- 
munist party and the people did not neglect alertness and efforts to strengthen 
national defense. This was a necessity in view of increased in.ernational tension, 
caused by the aggressive policies of United States imperialism. The imperialists 
did not contend themselves with the outcome of the war and the revolutionary changes 
in the world, They aimed at weakening world socialism and its main power, the Soviet 
Union. They unleashed the cold war, began the arms race, created a system of 
aggressive blocs and began nuclear extortion. 


Guarantor of Peace and Security 


Considering the lessons learned during the past war, the communist party and the 
Soviet Government knew what serious consequences a sudden attack by imperialist 
aggressors using means of mass destruction can have. The Soviet Union saw itself 
forced to build nuclear arms and carriers. This ended the nuclear extortion by 
imperialism. In answer to the formation of the aggressive NATO bloc, the socialist 
nations, on 14 May 1955, signed the Warsaw defense pact. 





The organization of the Warsaw Pact has carried out vital missions safely and 
effectively for more than a quarter of a century: to prevent the unleashing of a 
war in Europe and to contribute in every conceivable way to the strengthening of 
peace, the easing of international tensions, and the development of mutual 
cooperation between equal nations. 


Supported by their growing economic and defense potential, the Soviet Union and the 
other socialist nacions pursue a consistent peace policy. But because of aggressive 
imperialist forces, the international situation has become markedly more complex 

in recent times, Reactionary circles do not want to accept the realities of today's 
world--the strengthened positions of socialism and the successes of the people's 
liberation struggles. With loud screams of "Soviet military threat," aggiessive 
imperialist forces launch violent attacks against detente, and inteusify their 
efforts to reverse the objective course of development in the world. 


In an effort to change the nearly equal military balance and co gain superiority 

over the Soviet Union, ruling circles in the United States are expanding preparations 
for war and forcing a large-scale arms race. They are pursuing with renewed efforts 
their plans to station approximately 600 new atomic rockets in Europe, stir up 
tensions in the Near East, and feverishly pursue the creation of a “rapid deployment 
force," which is to function as a police force in various parts of the world. 











In view of the fact that aggressive forces of imperialism and their supporters 
further the arms race and that a new world war is threatening, the role of the 
Soviet armed forces as guarantor of peace and security of all nations becomes ever 
greater, 


The Communist Party's Concern for the Army 


Thanks to the concern by the communist party and the Soviet people, as well as 
successes in the economic, scientific and technological development, the Soviet 
forces today are equipped with modern nuclear missiles, with aircraft, naval, 
armored, artillery and other combat technology. The support services and civil 
defense are also being better equipped. Organization and structure of troops is 
being improved, military science and warfare techniques more sophisticated. All 
this has considerably improved the combat potential of the army and navy. 


The combat strength of the fighting forces depends largely on those people who handle 
modern combat technology. Army and navy have outstanding cadres who have high 
potential, moral, psychological and military standards. 


In the present phase of development of the Soviet strike forces, it is most important 
that the communist party's leading role is further strengthened. The communist 
party, its Leninist Central Committee, the Central Committee Politbureau, and its

PROBLEMS OF HYGIENE, HEALTH IN SHKODER DISTRICT 
Tirana SHENDETESIA POPULLORE in Albanian No 2, Apr-Jun 80, pp 118-121 


[Article by Dr Merzuk Hoxha: "A Scientific Conierence Dealing with Problems of 
Health and Er’ demiology in the District of Shkoder") 





[Text] The Institute of Health and Epidemiology (IHE), in cooperation with the 
Directorate of Health and Epidemiology (DHE) in the district of Shkoder organized 
a scientific conference which was held 20 May 1980 to discuss the health and 
epidemiological problems in this district. 


The meeting was attended by the Minister for Health, Professor Llambi Zicishti, 
the Secretary of the Party Committee, Adem Tukaj, the Secretary of the Executive 
Committee of the People's Council of this district, Dhimiter Dhora, the Dean 

of the Faculty of Medicine, Dr Ciril Pistoli, representatives of the directorates 
of health and epidemiology in the district, as well as public health representa- 
tives of the district of Shkoder. 


The organization of this joint meeting to discuss problems of health and epi- 
demiology is the result of close cooperation between the IHE and the DHE in the 
district. The meeting will help to recognize not only problems in the field of 
health and epidemiology, which are of concern to the districts since they are 
trying to find the right solutions for them, but will surface tasks for the public 
health organs, as well as for the other sectors of the economy. 


The reports and papers that were prepared for this meeting dealt with the most 
important problems we have in health and hygiene, some of which include "Air 
Pollution Prevention," "Disorders from Intestinal Infections," etc., topics which 
were discussed by the Council of Ministers. 


Because the problems of pollution are closely related to health and hygiene and 
the prevention of disease, studies in this field are being accorded greater and 
increasing importance. 


Some pollution indicators in the cities, especially in the industrial areas of 
the cities, show that levels of soot and cust accumulation are higher than 
allowed. Although this pollution has not yet reached dangerous levels, it should 
concern us because it is related to the use of combustible materials in industry, 
which will continue to increase in the future. For this reason, it is important 
for the different sectors of the economy, especially for the industrial sector, 
to become more active in the future and study this problem further in order to 
prevent negative influences on the worker's health.

[It has become evident from studies on drinkin, water that there are areas in the 
cities where welle-water is etill used. This water, and the water fiom village 
wells has high levels of microbes and impermissible amounts of nitrates and 
ammonia, a problem which requires the construction and use of new water carriers 
and the cleaning and maintenance of existing wells, as well as control over their 
physical, chemical and bacteriological state. On the other hand, the better 
insulation of pipes in general, and those of fibrocement in particular, and the 
protection of the water sources, is a necessary condition to insure the purity 

of the water, which must be clorinated regularly and without interruption. 


River water studies have shown that rivers contain considerable a ounts of chemical 
and microbic pollutants from industrial waste. Therefore, it is proposed to 
install filtering facilities to clean the waters before they are dumped into 

the rivers. 


Studies on the diet of nursery school children have shown that caloric intake, 
although considered adequate in general, in relation to proteins, fats and 
carbohydrates is still not normal, and the consumption of vegetables, especially 
in the villages, is inadequate. Of great concern is the condition of the milk 
in the Shkoder Dairy Plant. Tests made by study groups show that the milk re- 
tains high levels of microorganisms during all the stages of its ;* cessing. 

The first stage, the purity of the milk as it comes from the dairy farms, is 

the most important one. Polluted milk, even after it is properly processed, 
loses much of its nutritional value and is loaded with toxic substances produced 
by microbic metabolisms, which are resistant to thermal processing and are the 
cause of a good number of the gastrointestinal irregularities in children. 


Therefore, great care must be taken to insure hygienic conditions for the milk, 
starting from the time of milking, through its refrigeration and transportation, 
to the time it is processed in the plant. 


The problems of pollution and hygiene are closely related to epidemiological 
problems which are under study at present. Infections from diptheria in the 
district of Shkoder, although on the decrease, continue to be worrisome. In 

this particular case we must concentrate our efforts on the strict control of 
vaccinations, which are given in several ways, but in particular (we must insure 
the use of the practical Schick test method, which reveals the level of a child's 
immunity and indicates if a vaccination is necessary?). 


An important part of the meeting was taken up with the discussion of tc sig- 
nificant problem of intestinal infections based on the report "On Infant Mortality, 
Salmonella and the Colon Bacillus." The delegates were of the opinion that the 
most important factor in fighting these infectious diseases, is the creation 

of a healthy environment in the places where little children live, and to oversee 
the implementation of strict disciplines in health and hygiene, especially in 
institutions such as nurseries, delivery rooms, holding rooms for the newly born, 
labor rooms, pediatric wards, and in wards for the care of premature and sick 
infants. Of equal importance is the quality, cleanliness and freshness of the 
food the children eat, especially of the milk they drink and its by-products. 
Tracking the carriers, sterilizing them and taking other anti-epidemic precau- 
tions, will produce results only after we have a clean environment and healthy 
food for the children. 











In order to have a better understanding of infectious diseases, especially those 
of the intestines, bacteriological laboratories must be valued more and measures 
must be taken to support, enlarge and equip them better so that the capability 
of tracing diseases in the sick and the healthy will develop further according 
to the duties of the Eleventh Plenum of the Central Committee of the Party and 
Resolution No 2 by the Council of the Ministers. The report "On Defining the 
Australian Antigen (HBs Ag) in the Sick," shows that 39.9 percent of the examina- 
tions had positive results. The recognition and differentiation of viral hepa- 
titis through these determinants is of importance, because, in addition to tle 
fact that hepatitis B, has more clinical and serious consequences than hepatitis 
A, there is an epidemiological diffecence between them and in the preventive 
Measures that are used. Nevertheless, our organs must concentrate their atten- 
tion in continuing to improve health and sanitary conditions, which positively 
influence to lower the pathogenic levels caused by virus A, which is still a 
problem in our country and in the district of Shkoder. 


The report "On Murine Typhoid," shows that this disease is endemic to Shkoder. 
The study draws the attenticu of our health and economic organs to measures of 
prevention, especially against mice, and to the soiling of food products and 
drinking water by them. Homes contaminated by murine typhoid should be disin- 
fected, concentrating on city and village localities where the prevalence of 
this disease is increasing. 


The report "On the Epidemiological Aspects of the Outbreak of Disease," emphasized 
that although there has been a decrease in this pathogenic disease the statistics 
are still too high and are the result cf incomplete animal vaccinations, lax 
veterinary controls and the failure to take anti-epidemic and preventive measures 
on time in the homes where the outbreak has taken place. It is, therefore, 
necessary to have closer cooperation in taking and implementing measures that 

will lower further visease causing outbreaks in animals and as a result in people. 


The summation of the scientific conference was made by the Director of IHE, 
Tahir Cenko, who evaluated the important scientific level of the works and 
(praised) the authors for recognizing the problems and defining tasks, which 
will further improve conditions in health and hygiene and the epidemiological 
situation in the district. 


Professor Llambi Zicishti, in closing the conference stressed the importance 

of the work done in this meeting. He made recommendations on the measures that 
must be taken in order to institute and implement the duties and decisions of 
this conference, which should be of profound importance not only for the district 
of Shkoder, but for the whole republic. These conclusions must be introduced 

in every district and after the public health and economic organs, and others, 
have analyzed them, then they should be programmed and enacted.

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GENERAL COMMENTS ON MILITARY ETHICS, DISCIPLIN®, DRILL 
Sofia NARODNA ARMIYA in Bulgarian 17 Mar 81 p 2

Ethics") 


{Text} Complex war materiel and the dynamic character of modern combat necessitate 
not only thorough knowledge but highly developed skills and habits for precision, 
alacrity, combat teamwork, physical and mental stamina. 


The basic way of building these qualities in servicemen is drill. Drill training 
toughens the will of soldiers, improves their ability to control their body and de- 
velops the necessary attentiveness, keenness of observation and sense of collectiv- 
iem that help strengthen discipline and military order. 


Military Posture 


Military posture is the initial principle of military instruction during almost all 
the learning disciplines of combat training. It is the basis of the formations of 
unite and of their control; it inculcates in servicemen alacrity, precision and 
military pride. 


Military posture determines how good the serviceman looks and helps form his body 
because it remedies some of the deficiencies in the physiological development of 
the human organism. 


Military posture is usually rehearsed in the first drill exercises with young sol- 
diers. They absorb the requirements of military posture until execution is fully 
automatic. Thereafter it must be maintained so as to become the bearing of the 
serviceman. Maintaining a military posture requires highly intensive training and 
physical and mental effort on the part of the soldier. 


The manual of arms and movement with and without arms are the next step in the 
serviceman's drill training. In this part of drill training, coordinated and 
distinct movements and the basic techniques of operating with weapons are formed. 
Without mastery of these the serviceman cannot develop into an expert soldier. 


In all cases the manual of arms and operations are studied by exercises rather than 
by description or lecture. Skills are the highest criterion of the mastery of 
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technique and operation; they are based on habits already formed. Drill habits and 
skills are an outer sign of the serviceman's training, discipline and military eth- 
ics. According to M. V. Frunze, self-discipline should be evidenced in external 
behavior. 


Shortcomings in drill training, usually individual training, affect the quality and 
effectiveness of classes in all subjects of instruction in any specialty. 


Testimony of Experience 


Experience shows that excellently drilled units master tactical methods and opera- 
tional procedure on the battlefield much more rapidly, make the transition from 
one formation to another more rapidly and execute missions more precisely; control 
of them is firmer. Difficulty in drill training is created if its importance for 
other training disciplines is underestimated. This is manifested in the inadequate 
drill training of some commanders and in the lowered number and effort of drill ex- 
ercises to reach a level of drill instruction that will become military behavior, 
ethics, inner orderliness and discipline. The idea that the technical revolution 
makes drill training to some degree unnecessary and that knowledge is more impor- 
tant for training than know-how is wrong. The technical revolution, with its de- 
mands for precision and coordination and for firm control in a short time, requires 
an ever higher degree of drill training. 


We must emphasize that such ideas have the greatest influence on the drill training 
of young officers. Underestimation of drill results in erroneous opinions on the 
part of some officers of the command-instructional staff at VUZ's [higher education 
institutes] and becomes the source of ideas that expert knowledge can always com- 
pensate for weaknesses in the level of drill training. But knowledge is only the 
foundation for know-how. Without command of the operational procedures for mili- 
tary equipment and weapons and without mastery of the methods of operating on the 
battlefield, knowledge will remain unused and something for its own sake alone. 


Drill training decisively enhances the soldier's individual sense of organization. 
He is more sophisticated in his own actions, more precise and alacritous; he dis- 
plays a high sense of responsibility. Swch a soldier is better organized in his 
theoretical classes, too. A while back I hau a conversation with the family of 

an honor cadet. His father and mother expressed their delight at how orderly, 
well organized and successful their son was. His little sister said that her 
brother had put military order into their home and she had suffered the most from 
it. “Everything in our house and yard was put in its proper place," she said. Her 
brother made her schedule what she would study, when she would help her parents, 
when she would play etc. Her pride in her brother's behavior came through her un- 
concealed indignation over the hardships of barracks-room order. 


At the annual inspection Lt Georgiev's platoon arrived on the firing range at pre- 
cisely the specified time. The first shot was fired likewise at the specified time; 
there was no failure of military equipment or weapons; commands were given and exe- 
cuted precisely; the results were excellent. The lieutenant's criticisms of every 
violation were uncompromising and the reaction came at once. I thought that th‘s 
was being done for the sake of the personnel being inspected and that after the 
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firing the coiled spring would relax. But even after their test the soldiers again 
were sharp, operated precisely and smartly. 





The Other Great Difficulty . 


The other great difficulty which is perceived here and there is not knowing how to 
do enough physical conditioning, i.e., the repetition whereby automatic performance 
is achieved is lacking. The physical exertion of trainees should be pushed to the 
utmost limit. Naturally, young men who lack work habits and whose physique and 
mentality are unstable under such exertior will give out. If we stop short of it, 
the principle, "More sweat in drill, less blood in battle," becomes unknown and hard 
to grasp by some as a necessity although these same people are glad when they ob- 
serve military units having drill instruction. This raises still more the require- 
ments for commanders and especially for their methods training. 


The training of commanders for drill exercises takes place in commander, methods, 
teaching-methods and demonstration classes and in all daily briefings. More effec- 
tive are practical and applied classes when a long drill exercise for exemplary, 
precise and smart execution follows after brief explanations. Marching songs are 
an inseparable part of a military formation and should therefore be a required sub- 
ject of instruction at VUZ's and in all training units. 


Drill training is also an external] sign of military training. The serviceman with 
drill training seeks to exhibit his military smartness, virtue and ethics. He does 
not rush to take off his military uniform whenever possible and put on civvies. 

The commander with drill training moves proudly in the front of the formation, 
sings along with his subordinates and leads his unit in front of the people. Such 
a commander does not walk furtively co one side or in the rear of the forn ition or 
transport them in a bus in order to conceal from the people his own and his sub- 
ordinates’ lack of training. 


The serviceman with no drill training stands out because of his poor outward ap- 
pearance--drooping belt, rumpled clothing, dirty shoes, slouching body and unseemly 
conduct. He takes pride in acts that are contrary to and exclude military stand- 
ards of conduct. 


Servicemen who have had no drill training or whose drill training has been per- 
functory are the most undisciplined. Not only do they not develop soldierly vir- 
tues but, what is more, if they had such virtues, they become blunted; they take 
malicious joy when they cause suffering to even their closest comrade; they are 
backbiters; they succumb to laziness. 


Insufficient Training 


Insufficient training and underestimation of the importance of drill training by 
some officers lead to aberrations of military ethics and soldierly conduct. Al- 
though isolated, such acts stand out very vividly against the general military 

background and are especially noticeable in public places. Violations of regula- 
tions for the wearing of the uniform, failure to greet superiors etc. in public 

places are sometimes let pass by superiors. This harmful permissiveness and the 
still more harmful view that "The fellow bought himself a first-class ticket with 
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his own money and is taking a trip, so why is he at fault if no first-class re- 
served seats are issued at the military ticket window in the Sofia railroad 
station?" are hardly any excuse. A general, colonel and an old woman stood in 

the corridor to Vratsa and back while junior commanders and soldiers sat in first 
class, drank beer and glanced at them from t‘u* to time with undissembled calm. 
Breeding and military ethics apply not only io a subordinate; they apply with no 
less force to a superior commander as well. When a superior fails to acknowledge 
the greeting of a subordinate, when he injures his dignity by conduct contrary to 
regulations, when he shows unfairness and especially if he cheats or does something 
base, he arouses disgust. An article by two servicemen entitled "Boyan in Staro- 
sel" was published in issue No. 10627 of OTECHESTVEN FRONT [Fatherland Front]. The 
junior on grasping that he had been misled and had become party to a lie found the 
strength to see his fault and seek forgiveness. Every day and every hour military 
life puts every commander's military valor on trial before his subordinates. 


Drill training is the foundation of all branches of military instruction and at 
the same time ‘nculcates in the serviceman self-discipline, pride, dignity, alac- 
rity and sense of honor. Without these qualities one cannot speak of military 
discipline, military conduct or military ethics.

[Text] The general crisis of capitalism and the increaring authority of realistic 
socialiem inevitably aleo encourage imperialiem to intensify ite ideological activ- 
ities on the international scene. Upon the order of anticommunist centers, the 
cleritceiist emigration from the socialist countries comes to the aid of the 
imperialist ideologica) arsenal by concocting recipes for the liquidation of the 
sociaiist social system. Thus, the clericalist emigration seeks to mobilize the 
believers for its own political purpose and to set them against realistic socialism 
which is leading the struggle of the nations for social progress and peace in the 
world, for detente, for disarmament and development of international cooperation. 


In recent years, the ideological centers of imperialeim have adopted two such 
tact‘ al maneuvers. Firet, they want to impress upon the citizens of the socialist 
countries chat anticommunisem does not intend to eradicate the socialist social 
system but that it is allegedly seeking to “improve” and liberalize it. By the 
sam token, the stress today is again on a “transformation” of the socialist order 
to make it less dangerous to capitaliem. Secondly, they are following their 
ultimate political objectives--fomenting distrust in Marxist theory, disrupting 
socialist social consciousness, gradually organizing the elements of the opposition 
which would ultimately change into an active political force of the opposition. 


This is a global ideological struggle targeted at the most vital problems of our 
times and of mankind's future, on issues concerning life style, democracy, human 
rights and social progress. The main target of the ideological campaign is the 
youth, their upbringing, education and ideopolitical orientation, which will 
determine to a major extent the future of every clase and of all mankind. 


An important place in the campaign of the most reactionary forces in the entire 
imperialist epiritual sechinery has been assigned to clericalist anticommunism 

in which the renegades of the high and reactionary church emigration from the 
socialist countries have found their haven. The specificity of clericalist anti- 
cormuniem stems from the fact that it is a parasite living on the religious con- 
victions of the believers and that it uses religion for its specifically political 
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purposes, Precisely for that reason the reactionary bourgeoisie emphasizes in 
particular that type of anticommuniem and above all clericalist anticommunian, 
which addresses iteelf to a broad audience=--to the masses of believers, However, 
certain differentiation between theological anticommuniem and other species of 
modern anticommunism cannot be ignored. The anticommunist objectives of the church 
are camouflaged as interest in the preservation of religion and, at the same time, 
clericaliat anticommuntem ie narrowly linked with other forme of anticommunien, 

In fact, the attacks of the church follow lese the interests of religion than the 
clase interest of the ruling circles in the capitaliet countries with which the 
church hierarchy is closely connected. 





The clericaliet groups of the Slovak political emigration operating within the 
system of clericalist anticommuniem reflect one political, ideological and ethical 
consequences of clerofaseciem. Catholic clericaliem is one of the most dynamic 
movements .n the Slovak bourgeois emigration. It expresses and defends most 
immediateiy the political illusions of the Slovak vourgeois nationalist-clericalist 
fasciate whose aim ie to restore the so-called Slovak etate: "To accept the con- 
ditions existing today in Slovakia ie a humiliating and indecent proposition, and 
our hearte are aching at the thought that certain groups have joined the service 
of thie illegal policy... The ‘statue quo’ means subjugation of the Slovak nation; 
it is a crime and will remain a crime whether it is condemned by the United Nations 
or not, whether the superpowers show interest in it or not, whether there is any 
hope that it may soon be corrected or not." 


The vulgar, slanderous anticommunism which predominates in the political line 
promoted by the Slovak clericalist emigration hides iteelf under the cloak of 
"liberaliem" and “scientific thought." The fundamental method adopted by the 
clericalist emigration for ite reactionary operations is its focus on the emotions 
of the believers and ite misuse of their religious feelings and concepts in order 
to foster in them a blind, emotional aversion to the ideas of socialism. The play 
on the heartstrings of the believers is one of the idiosyncratic traits of impe- 
rialist propaganda, including clericalist-nationalist propaganda. "What seems 
hopeless today may be realistic tomorrow. We must believe in miracles, if this 
faith is to lead in the struggle for the rights of our nation...because to believe 
in Slovakia's independence does not mean that we have it already in the palm of 
our hand; we must truly believe even though  t may seem a hundred times impossible 
and unthinkable.” In this conjunction we recall the words heard in the session 
of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Slovakia in April 1980: "We 
shall oppose with determination any attempts to revive political clericalism, for 
which our people had to pay in the past so dearly. During the Slovak National 
Uprising we finished once end for all with political clericalism in the form of 
populist clerofascism. Any attempts to import it from abroad to our country and 
to resuscitate it under whatever pretext are doomed to fail." 


Obviously, church organizations in the capitalist world are not at all neutral in 
the incessant ideological struggle waged by imperialist propaganda. The current 
era confirms the evidence of a hectic mobilization of ideological activities by 
religious organizations. 


In its ideological operations the church uses means of mass communications to the 
fullest advantage. Thus, for instance, Vatican Radio began its broadcasts as 
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early ae on 12 February 1931 and today ite programe are beamed in 33 Languages 
(including Esperanto), The firet broadcast of Vatican Radio in the Slovak language 
wae aired on 25 December 943 and regularly echeduled programe began in 1948, In 
addition, it published a wonthly bulletin in various world languages printed last 
year in 100,000 copies. The Catholic Church adopted a decree on the media of 
social contacts which wae confirmed by the Second Vatican Council and for that 
purpose the Papal Commission for Mase Communications adopted (in 1971) pastoral 
ineatruction "Communio et Progreseio."” It should be mentioned that the church, 
including the clericalist emigration from the socialist countries, took advantage 
of masse communications media even before 1971. Article 157 of the above-mentioned 
inetruction refers to the objectives of using press, television and radio broad- 
cast for propaganda purposes focused primarily on the socialist countries, In this 
particular instruction, the Vatican decided to turn the attention of the Catholic 
Church once again to the function of mass communication media in the ideological 
atruggle. In the above-mentioned paragraph it is etated: “In those countries where 
the churches are prevented from using the media of social communication, religious 
broadcasting remains for Christiane the only source of some information about the 
life of the church in the world. ...Thus, you can see why Christian solidarity 
imposes a difficult task on bishops and believers in other countries: to help their 
brethren in Christ by means of radio or television broadcasts whose religious 
contents must satisfy in particular the neede of the countries to which the pro- 
grams are beamed.” 


The Slovak clericalist emigration with ite widely ramified machinery in the countries 
of West Europe as well as on the American continent spreads ite religious-clericalist 
propaganda in two directions. Its propaganda is intended to penetrate within the 
CSSR, primarily to reach the population in Slovakia: "One must keep in mind that 

in the plane of the imperialist forces, political clericaliem maintains ite 
important position as a vital tool for splitting the moral and political unity of 

our people.” Furthermore, thie propaganda is designated both for Czechoslovak 
emigrants living in various corners of the world and for the population of the 
capitalist and developing countries, and ite purpose ie disinformation of world 
public opinion. Church centers claim for themselves the prerogative of carrying 

on a special function in the exchange of people's opinion between the capitalist 

and socialist countries, and assume that precisely the “church information service 
will play a special role in East-West communications even in the future." 


Some representatives of the Catholic Church took several steps toward preservation 
of peace in the past decades. Even now some of the church dignitaries are calling 
for peace and against the hectic arms race. It is a well-known fact that the 
signature of the Vatican representative appears underneath the Helsinki Final Act. 
At their meeting in Paris in April 1980, Buropean communist and workers parties 
appealed again to all peace-loving forces to prevent war: “We, the communists from 
every country in Europe, are ready to start any dialog and any joint action when- 
ever the struggle for peace is at stake. We want all peace-loving forces, irre- 
spective of their nationalities, convictions and lifestyles, to unite for this 
purpose, and we say to all of you, communists, socialists, social democrats, 
Christians and people of other religious convictions: Peace is the treasure we 
all share." In the struggle for peace, however, the church is proceeding from 
unilateral theological positions; the church ideologists deny the social contents 
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and the clase character of that etruggle. in their broadcasts the ideologiste of 
the Catholic Church frequentiy underscore that people @uet firet etruggle for 
their own inmer peace because each person gust be at peace with himeelf, with hie 
conectence, with hie creator, with God: “Then life will be more peaceful and 


people happier.” 


The reactionary clericaliete allege that the communiete are the chief enemies of 
peace: “The communiete foment clase hatred and call for a merciless struggle 
againet those who are not allied with them. Marxiem proclaims clase supremacy (!) 
and incites war againet capitaliem...They are not acting in the interest of peace.” 


Many religioue centere, churches and parishes are widely ueed for proclamation of 
reactionary anticommuniet clericaliet ideas. The basic contents of euch actions 
contain basically anticommuniet, anti-Soviet slander of the policy promoted by 

the communiet and workers parties in socialiet countries. In their lengthy 
commentaries, the clericalist ideologiets twist the correlation between the church 
and estate in the postwa. era, in the period of the clase etruggle and building of 
eocialiem. Among other thinge, they allege that “believing citizens are now second- 
clase, if not third-clase citizens who feel as exposed to oppression as in the times 
of serfdom." Whole mythe have been concocted about atheietic education in the CSSR 
and about the place of the church and of the believers in the socialist state. The 
representatives of the Slovak clericalist emigration do not devote so auch atten- 
tion to athetem because it is some kind of a novelty. “It existed in the distant 
past, but never so persistently and so widespread as today. We are encountering 

it not only in literature and among ive elite but aleo in various ways in our 

daily life." Those writers even say thet the believers in our country must dem- 
onstrate “courage,” “extraordinary herois™ and steadfastness" because they are 
allegedly facing a dilemma: either to embrece atheism or to leave their job. 


The clericaliete regards as “persecution for faith" any condemnation of certain 
representatives of the clergy who have committed antistate and antinational acte. 
It ie, therefore, astonishing that those personalities who played the filthiest 

and the gost treacherous role in the history of the Slovak nation are now getting 
publicity in the literary production of the Slovak clericalist emigration. “Bishop 
Jan Vojtageak [eic]--A Martyr for the Church and Nation" by Vincent Trnaveky, 
published by the Slovak Inetitute in Cleveland in 1977, may serve as an example. 

By the same token, it is hard to believe that anybody can call the head of the so 
called Slovak etate--the clerofasciet Jozef Tiso-—our second head after King 
Svatopluk. 


The fulcrum of clericalist literature and radio broadcasts beamed to the CSSR are 
problems of social-ethical values, the substance and purpose of life. A Vatican 
Radio broadcast quoted from an address by Pope John Paul II at the session of the 
Third General Conference of the Latin American Bishops in Puebla (the section 

"Truth About Man’): “All the talk about man is typical precisely for our era. 

This is an era of various types of humanism and anthropocentriem, however, it is 
paradoxical that exactly at this time man's identity and destiny are being threat 
ened the most. How can thie be explained? This paradox ie typical for atheistic 
humaniem. It is a drama of man from whose existence an intrinsic factor has been 
amputated. Human mystery can find the true light only in the mystery of the Word 
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Incarnate... The Church possesses thie truth about man and knowe it because of 

the Gospel, Man is a creation of God and the image of God.... Therefore, it is 

the duty of the Church to defend the truth about man, the truth received from her 
Master Jesus Christ, and she must protect man from any one-sided economic, paycho- 
logical and biological systems." By followd « metaphyeical and idealistic 
teachings that “man in general” has an unchanreable substance, by reducing social 
probleme to the religious-ethical level, and by equalizing dialectic and historical 
materialiem with metaphysical or vulgar materialiem the ideologiete of the cleri- 
caliet emigration are trying to prove that “atheietic humaniem" degrades man's 
spiritual values and deprives hie life of ite purpose. 


Clericalietse distort the causes of withering religiosity and the fading sphere 

where religion and the church are losing their influence in the building of a 
developed socialist society. They maintain that de-Christianization of the SSR 

is primarily a result of the “repressive effect of the eubjective factor--the action 
of state authorities--and ie of an external character only. Deep inside the Slovak 
nation allegedly remains Catholic and religious and ethnically, confesionally and 
ideologically-politically antagonistic to the CPCZ, to our socialist state, to the 
Czech nation and to other nationalities populating our country. 


The 15th session of the CPCZ Central Committee in March 1980 confirmed once again 
that “we do not confuse the ideological function with administrative coercion which 
the socialist revolution had to apply in the past against reactionary political 
clericaliem, which cannot find any fertile ground in our country. Our socialist 
state offers all ite citizens every opportunity to uee their creativity and their 
civil rights, irrespective of their religious convictions. It appreciates the 
active participation of the believers in the building of socialism and holds in 

high esteem progressive clergymen of all legally functioning churches that are 
united with our people and have assumed a positive attitude to the political program 
of our state, ite efforts to bring prosperity to our fatherland and to secure 

wor'd peace.” More and more believers are now adopting a positive attitude to 
socialiem and are actively involved in its building: "One of the positive changes 
is the fact that in their overwhelming majority the believers in our country have 
internally accepted socialism and joined their lives with it because it is firmly 
anchored in their consciousness as the most progressive and the most humane social 
system. Therefore, the believers are taking an active part in the constructive 
efforte of our nation.” The economic, political and cultural objectives in the 
building of a developed socialist society reflect the vital interests of all working 
people in our country, including the believers, and serve as the base for the 
growing political and ethical unity of our nations and nationalities. 


The propaganda of the clericalist emigration is trying to pitch the believers 
againet the political program of the communist and workers parties in socialist 
countries. It imposes upon the believers the notion that the church and its members 
in the socialist countries are being persecuted. The clericalists grossly falsify 
the fact that the constitutions and practical implementation of realistic socialiem 
in every socialist country not only proclaim but also guarantee equal rights for 

all citizens regardless of their sex or their religious convictions. "Our society 
and our socialist state respect the believers’ religious feelings and appreciate 
their creative efforts. However, we make no secret of the fact that in our educa- 
tional program we shall continue with patient persuasion to induce our citizens 
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to actively adopt the ecienctific world view, Our basic attitude toward religion is 
based on the theory of Marxiem-Leniniem and has not changed; ite principles still 


apply." 


Clericaliet authors offered biased interpretations of various stages of the Catholic 
Church in Slovakia and in various waye idealize ite place and role in the life of 
our Slovak nation, alleging that Catholiciem is the very source and shield of our 
nation's ethical culture. The key role in the use of basic means in the formation 
and development of our national awareness ie attributed to the Catholic Church 
alone. Catholiciam is presented as the basis and the means of our national inte- 
gration and consolidation, and the Catholic Church as the sole bearer of our 
national culture: "Our roote are intertwined with Christianity. Slovak cultural 
history te unthinkable without Chriet, and it would be difficult to explain how 
our nation could endure the tempeste of history without the inner etrength it had 
drawn from religion.” That is not true. Throughout the history of our nation, 
the Catholic Church in Slovakia served the exploiting clasees and this campaign 
against ite own nation culminated in ite alliance with Hitler's fascism which re- 
sulted in the greatest crusade against progress and peace in the form of World 
War Il, 


The myth about the threat menacing the Slovak nation because of the believers; 
departure from religion and the church is very popular in clericalist anticommunist 
propaganda. Vatican Radio broadcast instructions to priests: “Religious convic- 
tions of the believers must be imbued with strength so that they prevent the 
Christians from embracing Marxist philosophy and ite materialistic atheiem." The 
clericalist emigration ie trying to present the struggle waged by the CPCZ against 
vestiges of religion as a fight againet our national culture and our national 
identity. It is trying to revive the perverted conce that sational and confes- 
sional allegiance are one and the same thing and that religion promotes loyalty 

to one's own nation, ite tradition and customs. 


In their radio broadcasts and books sent to the CSSR, the Slovak clericaliet 
emigration takes considerable pains to influence the young audience because “the 
youth represents one-half of the total population of the world and as much as two- 
thirds of the population in some countries. Youth takes the contradictions in 
human society more to ite heart than adult generations. Youth is more open to 
changes and reforms and shows more sense for what we have in common. Youth rebels 
against abuse of power and stands up vigorously against oppression, dishonesty and 
egotism. Youth impatiently awaits a better world with more justice." Clericalists 
exert considerable efforts to dominate over the epiritual world of our youth with 
the aid of religion. They want it to reject the materialistic world view and 
communist ideale. “Young people almost all over the world show interest in socialist 
ideas and often enough in Marxiem, but it seems that their interest remains often 
exclusively on the intellectual plane." Clericalist propaganda aims ite hardest 
blow at the unity of socialist education in the school and family. Thus, for 
example, the Hessischer Rundfunk radio station declared: “Christians are respon- 
sible for the upbringing of their children even if the state tries to put hundreds 
of obstacles in their way." 


Clericalist propaganda takes a hypocritical and distorted approach to the attitude 
of the youth to religion: “Today's youth expect discussions and solutions of 
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their specific problems in the church. Therefore, the question of a specific 
role for the young people in the church should be studied carefully." 


A falee interpretation epread in a number of waye alleges that our youth show only 
outwardly a positive attitude toward athelem while in fact their “religious spirit" 
remains intact. If that ie the truth, why then does clericalist propaganda pay so 
much attention to the problem of pastora) work and methode of evangelization? 

"Joint pastoral service must now carefully develop genuinely Christian congrega- 
tions where young people can tind their place and their role...As for the methods 

of evangelization, regular and organired forme (instruction in schools, Bible study 
groups, spiritual training) Should be used in conjunction with occasional forms. 
Very important are premarital celig.ous inetructions as well as various modern 
programe, such ae “Easter for Youth," religious orientation days, pilgrimages, 
meetings, etc. ...We must promote in every possible way a dialog which will enable 
us to conduct pastoral work for teenagers and young people." Clericalist-nationalist 
representatives have concocted a theory of the so-called “assimilation” of the Slovak 
youth which explains, with an anticommunist bias, the facte of life of our youth, 
particularly their atheletic education. For that purpose, Franz Cardinal Koenig, 
the chairman of the S®creteriat for Nonbelievers, presented some years ago at a 
meeting of journalists in the publishing house of the Catholic Action a new book 
entitled "Young People and the Future of Faith" which he described as a documentary 
written jointly by several professors to prove that "young people have inherited 

the secularized views of modern society and culture.” 


The ideologiste of clericaliem are trying in various ways to weaken the young 
generation, most of all in their adoption of the Marxist-Leninist world view and 
to impress an idealistic world view into their consciousness. 


The session of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Slovakia in April 
1980 affirmed that “reactionary emigre associations of former exponents of the 
clerofascist system and their ilk do not even try to conceal their antisocialist 
goals. They fully support the reaction in ite fight against progress and peace." 
Such orgenizations are trying in various ways to revive the tendencies of political 
clericalism in our country. “Through individuals who are ideologically attuned to 
them and who for various reasons have not emigrated, they are trying to patch up 
together some kind of a ‘secret church’ and exert pressure on the patriotic priests 
However, they represent no one and their efforts will meet with the decisive 
opposition of our people.” 


Under the current conditions of the class struggle between world socialism and 
capitaiiem, under the conditions of the constantly escalating ideological struggle, 
when the reaction is tryi g@ to use any means, including emigre clericalist organ- 
izations, in ite fight against Marxist-Leninist ideology, our ideological education 
must continue unmasking and critically analyzing their anticommunist end anti- 
national activicies.

STEPPED-UP FRG RESEARCH ON GDR REPORTED

{"Tgn" report, datelined Hannover, 9 April 1981: “Research on UDR to Be Intensified: 
WW Foundation Gives Millions--New Projects in Mannheim") 


[Text] In recent years FRG universities have been able to intensify substantially 
their research on the GDR. To this end an extraordinary grant by the Hannover 
Volkswagen Foundation has played a significant role. On Thursday [9 April] it was 
made known that from 1978 to date the foundation has given away almost DM 10 million 
for promotion of research work. The funds have benefited about 35 projects dealing 
with the topic "Germany After 1945--Formation and Development of FRG and GDR." 


The foundation's most recent contribution to promoting GDR research was an initial aid 
of DM 1.6 million for a new project at Mannheim University. The project, undertaken 
by a new study group for "GDR history and politics" from the Political Science and 
Contemporary History II faculty, is aimed at providing a continuous analytical and 
factual study of GDR's political system, from the perspective of the historical 
development. 


The arrangement of the project takes into consideration the fact that the present 
historical research on the GDR in the FRG leaves much to be desired, due to neglect. 
This fact was pointed out in 1978 by a report on the situation of [FRG] research on 
the GDR and on German comparative studies, commissioned by Franke, FRG minister for 
inner-German relations The Mannheim projects are expected to help in changing the 
prevalent attitude of equating contemporary German history with FRG history alone, 
and in preventing the GDR historians from monopolizing the writing of GDR history, 
whose biased and ideologized portrayal of the GDR thus determines the West German's 
conception of the GDR. Some of the topics of the initial Mannheim projects include 
the development of the party system in the GDR from 1950 to 1958, the history of the 
CDU party in the SBZ [Soviet Zone]/GDR from 1945 to 1961, as well as the change and 
loss of function of local parliaments and governments in the SBZ/GDR during the 
1945-1952 period. Cooperation with other institutions engaged in research on GDR 
is expected.

AGNES HELLER CRITICIZES SOVIET TOTALITARLANISM

[Interview with Agnes Heller by Vibeke Sperling | 


[Text] "We feel the Soviet Union and the East European countries can best be 
described as dictatorships over human needs. By this we mean a totalitarian 
system that assumes the right to decide which human needs to satisfy and which 
to ignore,” Hungarian philosopher Agnes Heller told INFORMATION. 


She has just completed a large work on western Marxism and the East European 
countries. The book which will come out this summer was written by Agnes 
Heller together with Ferenc Feher and Gyorgy Markus who like her belong to the 
so-called Budapest school--a group of critical theoreticians who since 1968 
have tried to develop the principles of a democratic and humanistic Marxism. 


On the basis of experiences from Hungarian society and strongly stimulated by 
the emergence of the “new left" in West Europe in the late 1960's, Agnes Heller 
has written among other things "Everyday Life" (in German, 1971) and "Marxist 
Theory of Human Needs" (Danish edition, Modtryk 1978). The central theme of 
Heller's criticism of the Soviet Union and East European society, as the above 
quotation shows, is that basic human needs and values are trampled underfoot 
and that democratic socialism must be based on “accommodscing all human needs. 
The only illegitimate needs are those whose gratification depends on the ex- 
ploitation of other people materially or emotionally,” says Heller. 


Cooperation with Praxis Group 


On the international level the work of Heller and the rest of the Budapest 
group is in line with that of the Yugoslav Praxis group for a humanistic 
Marxism and thus for the preparation of a theoretical foundation for democratic 
socialism. Therefore the Budapest group is also cooperating on the interna- 
tional periodical PRAXIS INTERNATIONAL, the first issue of which will come out 
around 1 April. The Praxis group's former periodical was published in Yugo- 
slavia but was suppressed in connection with the dismissal of a number of the 
members of the Yugoslav group from Beograd University in 1977, among them Pro- 
fessor Mihajlo Markovic (whom INFORMATION interviewed on the purpose of the 
new periodical on 2 August 1980).

While most members of the Praxis group still live and work in Yugoslav'a de- 
spite the fact that some of them cannot hold state jobs because of their poli- 
tical views, most people in the Budapest group have chosen exile, Since 19/5 
Agnes Heller has taught at LaTrobe University in Melbourne, Australia, On 
Thursday and Friday she lectured at Danish universities and is visiting Den- 
mark in connection with a trip to Germany to accept the Lessing Prize, given by 
the Hamburg City Council for outstanding Literary contributions, 


Third Alternative System 


Of the view of the Soviet Union and the Last European states she and Feher and 
Markus present in their new book, Heller went on to say: 


[Heller] Our book comes to grips with the idea that there are only two kinds 
of system--socialism or capitalism, so the so-called socialist countries have 
to belong to one or the other, We think there is a very special form of socie- 
ty that must be analyzed on the basis of its own special characteristics, It 
is neither a capitalistic nor a socialistic society and in our book we will 

try to analyze these societies on the basis of their own special features. 


[Question |} Why isn't it socialism? 


[Answer] When we reject this definition it is partly because these societies 
are not guided by the fundamental values that must guide a socialist society. 
These are totalitarian societies that suppress and exploit the individual. 
None of the socialist theoretical development proposals has been realized in 
these countries. 


[ Question | Aren't exploitation and suppression capitalist characteristics? 


[Answer] Not all forms of exploitation and suppression are capitalistic. The 
Soviet Union and the East European lands cannot be called capitalistic just 
because they are industrially developed lands. We also reject the defini- 
tion of state capitalism because we are not talking about profit-oriented eco- 
nomies. No society can be capitalistic without that inherent profit orienta- 
tion. The dominanc tendency in the economies we are discussing is total con- 
trol over all economic and natural resources including human beings as such 
and not as a labor reserve alone. 


[ Question } When a person in these societies is forced to sell his labor on 
the stete’'s terms isn't this the same basic feature found in a capitalist so- 
ciety--the existence of paid labor which leads to alienation? 


[ Answer | No, there are quite special circumstances in this respect too. 
Everyone has a right and a duty to sell his labor but there is only one buyer, 
namely the state, ard therefore there is io true labor market in the capitalist 
sense. There is no competition in the buying and selling relationship. On 

the other hand you can't avoid selling your labor without placing yourself 
outside the laws of the society. This is not forced labor because there is a 
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work contract behind it all, But you are politically discriminated against 
and set outside if you won't sell, Then you are labeled as an asocial individ- 
val and can be sent to a forced labor camp or put in jail, 


[Question | Or be deprived of your citizenship? 


[ Answer | Yes, there is a legal foundation for that in the Soviet Union and 
expulsions based on refusal to work have taken place. There have also been 
cases of deprivation of citizenship in the East European countries but there 
is no legal basis for this. 


Total Control 


But other conditions can also be mentioned with respect to the nonexistent 
labor market. For not only are you forced to sell your labor to a buyer but 
you are also subject to a number of restrictions. For example it is hard to 
move to another town and sell your labor there. Many places require that you 
have a permit in order to travel from one town to another. 


The tendency toward total control instead of profit orientation can also be 
seen clearly in this circumstance, 


If we look at the political side of things it also means that we take exception 
to the thesis that the bureaucracy is a leading class in the Soviet Union and 
in East Europe. There is no ruling class in the capitalist sense because the 
existence and living standard of the leading group do not depend on produc- 
tivity in agriculture and industry but on a political power monopoly. 


The bureaucracy is only an execut've organ for the highest stage of the party 
hierarchy. Its power is based ent’ rely on the power of those at the top. 


[Question | What does that mean for the individual? 


[ Answer | When a society is totalitarian it means that you are moving outside 
the Law when you think and act in ways different from its norms. Pluralism in 
all forms becomes criminal. Pluralistic institutions do not exist and are 
made illegal. Pluralistic ideas exist, of course, but they are not legal and 
are thus not expressed in public. 


Concessions, Not Rights 


The top can give concessions to the bottom. But it is important to realize 
that these are concessions to the bottom, not rights. Here there is an impor- 
tant distinction between the Soviet Union and several of the East European so- 
cieties. In one of the most liberal, Hungary, the right to ask for services 
is more secure than it is in the Soviet Union. The right to ask for services 
is a very interesting one, incidentally, which closely resembles the right of 
a serf in the Middle Ages. 
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I can best illustrate this with an interesting example, When the Hungarian 
party secretary, Janos Kadar, was asked a while bach on the right of Hungarian 
citizens to travel abroad he replied: “Every Hungarian citizen has the right 
to apply for a passport.” If he or she gets one depends in the final analysis 
on the party leaders oo. But the right to ask for one is guaranteed, It is 
not in the Soviet Uii a, If you ask for a passport for the purpose of emi- 
grating you can legaily be fired from your job. On the political level too we 
are confronted with features that demonstrate this is a very special form of 
society. 


[Question] Is there a special production system? The industrial structure 
does not suggest there is. 


[ Answer | I would not go so far as to call it a special production system, At 
any rate we have no analytical basis for doing so at present. However it is 
too facile to conclude that when the same technology is used--although in a 
much less developed form than in the West--we are being confronted with capi- 
talistic features. The structural similarity is created by industrialization. 
Capitalism is much more than industrial structure. 


[Question ] When you talk of the facile maneuver of calling some features in 
the Soviet Union capitalistic that is also a criticism of a number of tenden- 
cies in the West European left wing, is it not? 


[ Answer | Yes, of course it is not a coincidence that in our book we treat 
features of western Marxism in conjunction with our analysis of eastern coun- 
tries. Both theoretically and practically the West European left wing has re- 
fused to align itself with the eastern societies on their terms. They feel 
compelled to reject religious or from a western perpsective reactionary forces. 
In a certain sense I would call all the forces in the Soviet Union and in East 
Europe that are working for basic democratic rights progressive. 


On the emotional level I experienced a lot of tensions in the population of Hun- 
gary and other East European lands when the youthful revolt broke out in West 
Europe in the late 1960's. Ordinary people spontaneously indicated that all 
these young people could go to hell if they totally rejected the democratic prop- 
erty of western society. 


The fight for democratic rights is not an abstract political slogan for a 
small group. It is a fundamental popular need that pops up from time to time. 
It is one of those needs that will reappear constantly. This also means that 
there are pluralistic forms and ideas in the daily lives of ordinary people, 
there is a civilian society that tends to expand but in the final analysis it 
is illegal and is therefore kept among friends and within tre four walls of 
the home. One of the concessions the Hungarian party was forced to make to 
the people was a more pluralistic entertainment. Western and formally contro- 
versial films are shown on television. The people are allowed this kind of 
entertainment at home but in return total control of economic and material re- 
sources has been retained. 
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Polish Pluralism 


Agnes Heller said that developments in Poland are very exciting when viewed 
against this perspective. She said in this context: 


If they manage to consolidate the Solidarity union Poland will no longer be a 
totalitarian society, it will be a pluralistic one because Solidarity is a 
pluralistic organization that can really negotiate for and defend the indi- 
vidual as a source of labor and as a human being. For even though there exist 
trade unions in the eastern states which formally fulfill this task they are 
state institutions that have nothing to do with pluralistic struggles involving 
demands and needs. 


But I doubt very much the movement has a chance in the long run. It goes with- 
out saying that Solidarity as an independent organization will never be accepted 
by the leading groups in the Soviet Union and other East European societies. 

No matter how wisely Solidarity acts the very idea is a challenge to totali- 
tarianism in these lands. It is a fundamental break with dictatorship over 
needs, 


[Question } Is there any possibility that the movement will spread to other 
East European countries in your opinion? 


[Answer] Not without leading to an invasion. The power elite in the Soviet 
Union and the East European countries has just been waiting for the movement 

to be undermined and to deteriorate. Poland's big chance is that it may become 
too late to intervene. But there is nothing to indicate that the movement is 
spreading. 


[ Question] You seem to feel that might be lucky for Poland. 


[Answer] No, that is not the way I look at it at all, I mean that in reality 
East Europe doesn't have a chance for a democratic socialistic development 
unless something happens internally in the Soviet Union. A revolution is 
needed. By revolution I do not mean an armed revolt however as the Trotskyites 
advocate when they talk of a new revolution in the Soviet Union. By revolution 
I mean a total change of society in a pluralistic direction. 


[ Question } What do you mean by socialist pluralism? 


[ Answer | I mean free opportunities for unfolding different life forms. And 
free opportunities to develop human abilities and possibilities. I mean quite 
simply that the humanistic basis of Marxism should be taken seriously. And 
that requires among other things the right to organize freely and the emergence 
of several parties. That should be simple--also for the West European left 
wing. However on that level I think something is happening. It is no longer 
regarded as so heretical to value basic democratic assets. 


But there is still a lot lacking in West European thinking with regard to the 
Soviet Union and East Europe. It still seems to be stuck in the logic that in 
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a sense the enemy of our enemies must be our friend. No matter how many dis- 
agreements there are between the United States and the Soviet Union this can 
and must never lead us to say that the Soviet Union is our friend no matter 
what. 


West European Leftists 


This also binds the left wing in an unfortunate circle in which in the final 
analysis the western power establishment dictates our arguments. For when they 
are the enemy the leftists feel ovligated to take the opposite point of view. 
This erroneneous circular reasoning led a large part of the left wing to defend 
the Olympic farce in Moscow. That can never be our job. 


But here too what is involved is need. Namely the need to have a pet. At one 
time it was China, but that was a disappointment. Then it was Vietnam that 
met the need to have a pet animal, It is a very understandable need but it is 
a need the left wing must make a radical break with. It will not be able to 
stand on its own legs before it can accept the fact that there is no society 
on earth that can be called socialistic. 


[ Question] You deny that there are any capitalist elements in the Soviet 
Union and the East European lands. Do you also deny that these countries have 
any socialist features? 


[ Answer | Yes, also when we are talking about socialism we must make it clear 
that these are very special forms of society. There is nothing socialistic 
about the Soviet Union at all. 





Negation of Socialism 


[ Question] A western Marxist, Rudi Dutschke, has put it this way: it is not 
just that the Soviet Union is not socialistic, it is the negation of socialism. 
Would you put it that sharply? 


[ Answer | Yes and I think it is a necessary clarification that also includes 
the total resurrection of the integrity of the left wing concerning the close 
connection between socialism and democracy. 


[ Question] When you talk about the possibility of a peaceful revolution in the 
Soviet Union and East Europe do you mean that the special form of society has 
better opportunities for a democratic socialistic development than a capitalist 
society has? 


[Answer] Just on the basis of the fact that private ownership rights to the 
means of production have been eliminated one is tempted to say yes. But we 
who belong to a socialist opposition have to be very skeptical. At least I 
myself am, A socialist opposition in the Soviet Union and in East Europe is 
looked at askance not only by those in power but also by the general public. 
Everything associated with the words socialism or communism is so thoroughly 











discredited that many people regard us as people who want to lead them into a 
different form of dictatorship over their feelings and needs, In many ways 
the bastions of conservatiem and nation.liem are more entrenched in East Europe 
than in Weet “urop:, There are no capitalists in the traditional sense, how- 
ever, hey can't be voted back in so maybe there is « chance there, Poland 
suggests this but that too is a special case, 


Big Care 


The radicaliom that is needed to back up @ true socialist democraiic project 
may find better growing conditions in the West though where new radical needs 
are articulated whether good or bad. The needs individuals strive to satisfy 
in the Bast often simply reflect western patterns. Where an American wants a 
big car, @ Russian wants a small one, ete, 


And the fact that it is often so hard to get material needs fulfilled ties up 
an incredible amount of creative energy in the people. 


[ Question | If we can't expect radical socialist developments is there a chance 
that something Like religiou. Lrends might open things up? 


[Answer] In this context I would rather not talk about religion but about 
fundamentalism (the doctrine that regards the Bible as divinely-inspired and 
thus infallible). In East Burope and especially in Poland we have seen conser- 
vative fundamentalist and nationalist forces act very progressively. Here IL 
would say that actions count more than concepts and ideas. 


However in the long run Catholicism in itself cannot contribute to a real lLib- 

.ation of society since it is ultimately « conservative force. There are 
many revolutionary Catholics and Protestants on earth. Latin America contains 
an enormous number of them, for example. There are also many progressive 
Polish Catholics who really can contribute to a radical and progressive trans- 
formation of society. But they are a minority even in Poland. Fundamentalism 
and its obligatory set of norms and values sannot contribute to the essential 
goal of building up 4 radical new society. Therefore one must hope that it 
will lose its force in the process of liberation. 


Pessimistic 


This is an urgent necessity in places like Poland if the transformation of so- 
ctety is to succeed in the long run. Polish Catholicism is closely tied to the 
Pope. He is quite fundamentalist in his view of the world and he defends Law 
and order above everything else despite a number of apparently progressive atti- 
tudes over the short term. But in Poland as in other lands the decisive 

factor is whether democratic socialist ideas gain a real foothold. It is hard 
for the left wing in West Europe to establish credibility among the general pub- 
lic. But in many ways it is much harder in the Sovict Union and East Europe. 
because of the people's bitter experiences. I would like to be more optimistic 
but realities don't give me much chance, concluded Agnes Heller who despite her 
pessimism spoke warmly and glowingly of socialism's chance and necessity in 
East as well as West.

[Instructions of PZPR on 1981 Party Dues Assesement |} 

[Text] According to the PZPR statute, it is the duty of every member and candidate 
to pay party dues regularly. This is an expression of his political consciousness 
and discipline as well as his link with the encire party. 

The amount of the dues, taking under consideration the individual capabilities and 
the delarations of individual members of organizations, are established by the POP 
[Primary Party Organization] on the basis of the following general principles: 


1. Party dues are established for | year on the basis of the average monthly income 
earned in the previous year. 


2. Members and candidates for the party pay monthly dues in the following amounts: 


©) professional workers with net sonthly incomes within the limits of: 


up to 3,000 21 10 21 

3,001 to 6,000 21 0.5 percent 
6,001 to 12,000 21 1.0 percent 
12,001 to 15,000 2) 1.5 percent 
15,001 to 18,000 2) 2.0 percent 
above 18,000 21 3.0 percent 


The basis for the calculation of the party dues consists of: the basis renumeration, 
regular additions and functional additions, premiums which are a regular component 
of the renumeration as well as earnings from work done on orders; 


b) individual farmers--at a level propotionate to the turnover registered by 
cooperative banks for retirement purposes. The monthly dues paid by farmers cannot 
be less then 10 zlotys. 


c) Retired and fixed-income persons--on the basis of services [received]: 


“up to 6,000 zl from 5 to 30 zl 
above 6,000 zl same as those with professional employment. 





The basia for the calculation of the amount of party dues is the sum of services 
accorded by ZUS [Social Security Agency] as well aa the wages paid for continous 
professional work. 


Members of the PZPR from the period preceeding the unification when the [PZPR came 
into being) can make a voluntary declaration of the amount of monthly dues, 


d) members and candidates for party membership who do not have their own income 
(students, university students, unemployed members of the family, soldiers on active 
duty, people on vacations without pay, mothers receiving care subventions)=<5 21. 

3. Not included in the calculation of the amount of dues are: 

--family supplements, assistance and diets; 


--payments from the allocation of factory funds and funds of a similar character, 
as well as special premiums or reward payments awarded at one time and not systematically; 


--supp ements due to professional allocations; 


~-wages earned for overtime work and supplements earned because of dangerous working 
conditions or hazards to health; 


--money equivalents for official travel, barter services, and uniforms; 
--premiums paid for all sorts of savings. 


4. Members and candidates of the PZPR working professionally (u!! time and owning 
a farm pay their party dues from the wages earned at their work place. 


5. Members and party candidates belonging to socialist associations of Polish youth 
pay dues less the amount of dues paid to the youth organizations, but not less than 
5 zl. 


6. In individual cases justified by difficult Living conditions, the POP can take 
under consideration a petition of a member or a candidate of the PZPR for a reduction 
of party dues. 


7. Members and candidates for the party living abroad pay party dues according to 
specific guidelines of the Organizational and Foreign Department of the Central 
Committee. 


8. Party organizations and control commissions on all levels have the duty of controlling 
compliance with the principles of payment of party dues. 


9. The above regulations go into effect on the first day of January 1981.

RESULTS OF WORK REHABILITATION PROGRAM REVIEWED 
Bucharest SCINTELA TINERETULUI in Romanian 24 Mar 61 pp 1, 2

[Text] You can read the suffering of the young man I am talking with on hie face 
and the pain in hie hands.We casts 4 sidewise glance, his words roll out timedly. 

A profound regret envelops his entire being. Hie name is Gheorghe Petrovic!, he 

is 25 and he is--he was, we shall see--a worker at the lasi Tesatura Enterprise. 
Having been left an orphan by both parents as a amall child, a miserable life took 
him many places in the country. However, in a society which makes the concern with 
man ite supreme goal, Gheorghe Petrovici is being helped to follow the best path 
for his life. Graduation from a vocational school assured that he be employed 
as 4 qualified worke in the lasi enterprise in 1974. Years of work, of joys, of 
satisfaction follow. He establishes a family, a son is born. Six years of a good, 
health normal life. Until 1980. Now, in 1980, comes the “bad hour"--more exactly, 
the act of irresponsibility, or, more precisely, deviation from the best path of 
life, the mistake, the infraction. Some 23 meters of tercot valued at 1,127 lei, 
taken from the enterprise, measure the seriousness of his act. However, on the scale 
of honesty, 4 man is equal in value to a bull, as the proverb tells us. Gheorghe 
Petrovici is sentenced to 6 months’ prison, with the punishment to be carried out 
through correctional work in the same unit. At the point where we were talking, he 
had atoned for his punishment--and there he is at the personnel-education service and 
he ie requesting to continue at the enterprise. The collective in which he worked 
until now and the very acts of his work plead in favor of his request. We are as- 
sured that he will be helped and that , as far ase it is concerned, the unit will do 
everything to put the relations back into harmony. 


That, in a broader sense, is the very purpose, the very content of our investigation .How 
is the chance for reeducation through work being utilized? What is happening with 
these young people who,on the verge of an infraction, enjoy society's understanding 

to offer them the opportunity for rehabilitation through work? But what about those 
who enjoyed clemency and through Decree 147 of 1977 were freed from the penitentiary 
and were cecommended for jobs? We shall follow these aspects closely at two lLasi 
enterprises--Tesatura and Moldova two adjoining wite whose names are joined above 

the same entrance. 


Gheorgh. Petrovici is not an isolated case. There are more of those who, having com- 
mitted a deviation from the legal norms of life and work, follOWing the appropriate 
penalty, clpose to continue a worthy, honest and honorable life and work. Also at 





Tesatura, Maria Bouticu, following fulfillment of the punishment for embeszlement, 
is continuing to work as 4 reeler in the apinning section. Lockemith Gheorghe Li- 
vadaru had committed a theft. He, too, te now reintegrated into the correct stan- 
dards of life and work, Next to him, Danut Roman's example is under the sign of 
the same light. Next at Moldova is Lonel Nichifor, ending one year of detention fol- 
lowing concealment of a theft, who hae remained in the same work collective, What 
is more, for the sincerity of hie repentance and his proven seriousness, he also 
has enjoyed a reduced punishment. These all are clear signe that the chance offered 
to these young men by society that of erasing their mistakes through work, ie being 
used conscientiously and well, with the circumatances proving the accidental nature 
of the deviation at the same time. 


Following along the same footsteps at the present time are Ioan Biscu of Moldova and 
Mihai Codreanu of Tesatura. The latter had aleo worked until now as a civilian fire- 
man there, but his eyes had been attracted more by the silver disce from the electric 
contacts, an act for which he received a punishment of one year and four months. I 
followed how he came to work a quarter of an hour early, meticulously getting ready 
for the 8 hours of work. From the discussion I had with him, I recalled that the 
young men understood how to make the distinction between the concept of friendship 
and that of cliquishness; he understood it late, yes, bitterly, but he understood it. 


Naturally, the tonic effect of powerful work collectives has affected all these 
young »eople and is acting fully and positively. They have had and always have at 
hand the example of other young people. of older workers or foremen, among whom are 
Elena Agavriloaie, Elena Oita, Valerian Alexa and Ilie Capra, for whom work means 
their hom their life, everything. 


During investigationthe other side of the coin also came to light. What happens with 
the ones whe feel that their move through a job, through an enterprise--without or 
with a legal obligation--is a simple stopping place? The ones who pass through work, 
through life like a suitcase through the station, without seeing, without hearing, 
but, in particular, without learning anything (although there are cases proving that 
a suitcase stays more in a station than some of them do in one job). 


Everything starts fron a matter of detail, apparently nonessential, generally an ab- 
sence. A miniscule, innocent absence from work. One day. Then more days. Days on 
end, days oy leaps and bounds, waste time, a void in which all kinds of vices attrac- 
tively enter. This is the case with three young men from Tesatura. Constantin Teo- 
dorescu, for example, had unjustified absence of 43 days in less than 3 months. Mihai 
Tomuzei--74 days. Florin Givlea had to fulfill a punishment of one year. The vear 
passed, but he had not finished his punishment because, in the meantime, he had suc- 
ceeded in the performance of accumulating more than 100 days' absence from work. The 
next unfortunate step occurs on its own after this. A typical example: Vasile Bar- 
near, a young man from Moldova. He had to do a detention of two and one-half vears 
through correctional work. Caught continuing to steal, he was transfered to do his 
time in the penitentiary. Virgil Pintea of Tesatura--25,80n of an engineer and nephew 
of a dean of a faculty, 12 thefts from the aktiv, and he had been freed conditionally 
in 1980 and went to work as a lethe operator. He now is doing 2 years and 8 months 

in the penitentiary. 


In connection with the ones who enjoyed the clemency of society and were freed by 
Decree 147 of 1977, not much is known. Several traces at the Moldova Enterprise. 
Two young men, loan Biscu and Neculai Argint, began to work and settled in like 











people living. Only memeries Like anecdotes still cirewlate about the others (there are 
more than 10), Argentiua Bercu, for example, was sequestered in the house for one 

week by the gang from ‘er old “profession” as pocketenatchere on the No 27 bus line, 
relying on cancellation of her work contract and the return of the “lost sheep" to 

the old occupation. Elena Antonita had even begun high echool. ‘he, too, disap- 
peared. They disappeared or simply did not come forward: Liliana Colac, Florentina 
Pislaru, Doina Sacaleanu, Maria Petrea. There are rumore that some are around 
Timisoara, others are “operating” around Arad , others... 


Regretfully, it has been called to our attention that some of these young people 
were part of a collective without initiative, apathetic. We record this with the 


game regret. With the regret of seeing ourselves forced to close this investigation 
in the suspension of wandering halte along nobody's road.

WEST GERMAN ‘SPIEGEL’ REPORTS ARREST OF ALBANIAN PROFESSOR

[ixcerpt] On 9 March the Yugoslav secret police arrested the Albanian history 
professor Ahmed Malloqu, 2 days later the students of the provincial university in 
Pristina revolted: They wanted better food and, following a mediation attempt by 
their rector, suddenly [they also wanted] something political. Then the rector 
permitted the police to storm the student quarters and 50 students were taken into 
custody. 


On 26 March 10,000 students, striking workers, and citizens went into the streets 
and demanded independence for the Albanian people. 


For the first time since World War II an entire region had to be isolated from the 
outside world, and helicopters and military forces from other parts of the country 
brought in, which could only increase the anger of the Albanian population.... 


An Albanian guest worker returning from vacation in Kosovo to West Germany swore 
that there were 235 dead and 2,553 injured. He said he saw the Serbian police open 
fire on children on a bridge near the old market in Kosoveka Mitrovica, which 
caused an Albanian policeman to fire on these [Serbian] colleagues; 25 police of 
Albanian nationality are said to have refused to fire on their own people. 


Belgrade seeks to find the blame abroad, this time not in neighboring Albania but 
in Stuttgart..., in Brussels and in the United States. in the Swabian village 
of Donzdorf lives the Albanian emigrant Emil Kastrioti, whose extradition 
Yugoslavia has demanded, but, in vain, because Belgrade could not produce the 
[necessary] documents of proof. Kastrioti told SPIEGEL: "I was as surprised by 
the events in Kosovo as the Communists in Belgrade were."

Abazi (born 1953 in Pristina), who "died from wounds received during the recent 
unrest in Pristina at the hands of the enemy who tried to endanger the achievements 
of our revolution and the sociopolitical system of our country." 





The 9 April 1981 issue of the same paper (page 6), in reporting the 8 April expanded 
meeting of the LC opstina committee of Djakovica which discussed the demonstrations, 
said: “Asim Blyta, secretary of the executive committee of the opstina LC, stressed 
the “mobilization and alertness of forces in every area, especially in the student 
centers, the ‘Bajram Curri' advanced pedagogic school and the local intermediate 
training school. But, nevertheless, a small number of students, and also hooligans, 
inspired and deceived by Albanian nationalism and irredentism, during the evening of 
2 April caused unrest and conflicts which turned into a demonstration. However, this 
fighting was broken up by activists in a short time. One should point out that citi- 
zens and other passersby distanced themselves from this and sharply condemned this 
hostile conduct."

PRACTICALITLES OF DELEGATION WORK IN SERBIA REVIEWED 
Belgrade NEDELJNE INFORMATIVNE NOVINE in Serbo-Croatian No 1572, 15 Feb 81 pp 9-11

[Text] At a meeting of the Central Committee of the League of Communists of Serbia 
last Monday concerning the development of agriculture, President Dusan Ckrebic 

of the Assembly of Serbia stated the following among other things in his introductory 
speech: 


“Any last remaining dilemmas with respect to the position of the private farmer-- 
insofar as such dilemmas continue to exist in our milieus--should be eliminated. 
The private farmer is our historical and socialist reality, is a part of our 
socialist and self-managing system, and has his own place in the development of 
this system as an active and unavoidable factor that constitutes and makes an 
imprint on this system by virtue of ties to the social sector via self-managing 
socioeconomic relations. This is an ideological question and enters into our 
fundamental orientation in the development of socialism and self-management..." 


The same passage was repeated word for word a day later by Branislav Mirkovic, 
chairing the Serbian delegation at a meeting of the Chamber of Republics and 
Provinces of the SFRY Assembly that discussed the Draft Social Plan of Yugoslavia 
for 1981-1985. Identical statements by two high-ranking republic-level officials, 
at two high-level forums, two days apart from each other, did not remain unnoticed 
by zealous reporters from the Assembly. This phenomenon is not altogether rare 
and has its own name; in Assembly terminology, it is known as “transmitting an 
official stand." 


By chance, the Presidency of the Assembly of Serbia (chaired by Dusan Ckrebic) 

met this Monday, 7 days later, to discuss the work of the republic's delegation in 
the Chamber of Republics and Provinces of the SFRY Assembly, with the introductory 
specch being given by Branislav Mirkovic. This meeting was also said to be "a 
regular rendering of accounts," but not only by the republic's delegation concerning 
what it did or did not accomplish in the SFRY Assembly. 


First of all, let us see how Morkovic assessed the work so far of the republic's 
delegation in the SFRY Assembly. 


"The most general assessment that can be made is that the Chamber of Republics and 
Provinces has been performing its constitutional functions successfully," Mirkovic 
states, adding immediately: "This should by no means be understood to imply that 
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there have been or are no shortcomings and difficulties standing in the way of 
ectill improved effectiveness in consultations and consensus-seeking among republics 
and provinces." 


Discrepancy Between Norma and Reality 


Speaking about the "shaping of an official stand" in the republic, Mirkovic holds 
that the dominant role up to now has been played by the Executive Council and 
executive organs of the republics. 


"I am convinced,” says Mirkovic, “that the Executive Council should continue to 
propose stands, yet I am also convinced that the Executive Council ought to shape 
ite viewpoints to a greater extent--and primarily on the basis of greater partici- 
pation by associated labor and its associations and by sociopolitical organizations 
of the republic, and much less on the basis of prior coordination in inter-republic 
committees. In addition, at the moment when stands are being formulated, it would 
be helpful to have the representatives of the delegation present to provide infor- 
mation about other opinions occurring during prior consideration in working bodies 
of the Chamber of Republics and Provinces, both in the Executive Council and in 
its working bodies as well as during activities of the working bodies of the 
Assembly of Serbia." 


However, what happens when a republic delegation is provided with some sort of 
an "official republic stand"? Do we succeed completely in fighting for its accep- 
tance in the SFRY Assembly? 


"The critiques that have reached the public thus far concerning slowness and delays 
in the area of social consensus-seeking have most frequently mentioned the Chamber 
of Republics and Provinces--which is natural, because this is where documents 
receive their final form," states Mirkovic, who adds that in public appearances 

we should become accustomed to discussing major issues deliberately and with 
substantiation. 


Compromises, Compromises... 


Heretofore, quite a few documents have been finalized by means of compromise. 
According to Mirkovic, there will probably be compromises in the future as well, 
but this is the moment to analyze all compromise solutions, because--by the nature 
of things--"every such solution has harmful consequences that ought to be acknow- 
ledged." He further states, very simply: 


"One senses no readiness on the part of the individual to consciously renounce 
a great deal temporarily today so that things can be better for all tomorrow. 
Without this there are bound to be delays, tension, and difficulties in this 
important work." 


At the end of his speech, Mirkovic provided a concise and quite realistic appraisal 
of the delegation's work: 


"I think that we have achieved success more in proving ourselves as a transmitter 
of our Assembly's stands, less as a factor in the formulation of joint stands. 

I therefore regard it as significant to remind you that a creative contribution 
is required from each individual delegate if the issues on the agenda are to be 
successfully resolved." 
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Subsequent to the introductury speech by the presiding officer of the republic's 
delegation, almost all members of the delegation presented their observations and 
appraisals of work in the previous period. 


"Prow the very beginning," said member Dragan Gligoric, "I have been constantly 
preoccupied with the idea that we delegates are in fact political people. Yet 
out of some necessity, we are constantly being transformed into specialists to a 
certain extent, i.e., into delegates for certain sectors. 


"I know that the financial consequences of certain kinds of decisions are occa- 
sionally grave, yet certain coordination systems lead to absurdities, to numerous 
endless and sometimes useless meetings and discussions in a particular committee 
about one article of a given document, during which all kinds of haggling and 
compromising come into play." 


While mentioning the unavoidable topic of instances of self-isolation within 
republic and local boundaries, Gligoric provided fresh details on the subject: 


"In the Assembly the other day, I heard that the working class is fragmented among 
all the organizations of associated labor and that the Law on Associated Labor has 
formally regulated the consolidation of labor and resources yet does not strengthen 
that process in actual fact. Behind the scenes in the Assewbly, one can also hear 
talks about frenzied republic-level and province-level statehocod--a situation 
which, if such be the case and wherever such be the case, is more dangerous 

until we recognize it than nationalism itself. 


According to Gligoric, "Self-management is more of a logal system rather than a 
social order in many settings." He substantiates this claim by referring to 
Djuranovic's recent speech, or more specifically to the statistic that approximately 
2 million self-managing agreements and social compacts have been contracted in the 
country--"The big question is who issues these documents, which are supposed to 
convey and incorporate the goals and class policy of the LCY. Do they express 

more class and self-managing elements and substance or technocratic-conmmercial 
ones?" 


Gligoric goes on: "I have thought about this, this is what I would like to be 
certain of, but I have found no answer as to the attitude we in the delegation are 
to relate to the conclusions of the League of Communists of Serbia and the LCY, 
some of which have been clear, precise, binding for all communists and the nature 
of our job." 


Never Isolated 


For Josip Trajkovic, also a member of the delegation, it was significant that 
“during this sitting of the SFRY Assembly and during the work of our delegation 
in the coordination process, the Serbian delegation--and therefore the Assembly 
of Serbia as well--did not find themselves isolated" in what they were asking for. 


"This did not happen to us, in contrast to certain other delegations. My impression 
is that such circumstances create a very difficult situation both for the delegation 
and for the assembly which has authorized its work." 
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Petar Zecevic, member of the Serbian delegation, is of the opinion that discussions 
should focus more on the “revitalization of the process of the delegate system 
than on how well we have cooperated, as if there had not been any problems, as 

if we were praising one another for being sell-behaved, for having understood one 
another, for not having querrelled... 


"It is my impression, and I would like to hear whether I am correct, that the 
scheduling of work is still approached as some sort of necessary formality, 
deadlines are set, programs are supposed to be submitted by those deadlines... 


"I am strongly convinced that, as a result of inadequate programming and insuffi- 
clently organized and ineffective work, we reach a situation where we have to amend 
the Law on Planning in order to issue a resolution; then, once the Law on Planning 
has been amended and the resolution issued, we continue to work in the same fashion 
and arrive at the previous positions." 


An Unpleasant Trend 
The last one to speak from the republic's delegation was Ljubisav Markovic: 


"Even at the federal level, we have found several times that there are quite a 
few complaints with respect to the quality of documents offered on behalf of the 
Federal Executive Council. Our reality requires all of this to be improved in 
terms of both methodology and substance. However, events in recent years have 
encouraged the spread of administrative methods of control and the ordering of 
social reproduction. And not only at the federal level but also in the republics. 
Consequently, questions of certain percentages, certain trivial obligations, and 
even penny-ante demands have taken the ascendancy in consensus-seeking." 


Markovic asks how to extricate ourselves from this negative trend, which has been 
growing in recent years without increasing economic stability--the effect is the 
opposite. He offers a response: 


"It is not simply a matter of consultations or a million or two agreements. It 

is a matter of the concept, as well as certain experiences with the functioning 
of the economic mechanism and the parts of the economic system...Of course, this 
trend gives priority to inter-republic committees and, by creating a need for more 
frequent consultations within the Coordinating Commission, results in a shift in 
the attitude of the Chamber of Republics and Provinces toward common policy. 

It occasionally seems, especially in certain financial laws, as if the Chamber 

of Republics and Provinces is supposed to finish up what inter-republic committees 
and executive councils have not managed to complete." 


Entrenched Administration 


However, members of the republic's delegation were not the only ones who spoke 
in the meeting of the Presidency of the Assembly of Serbia. Assembly officials 
also spoke "from their own point of view," with Miodrag Bogdanovic, president of 
the Chamber of Opstinas at the Assembly of Serbia, being among the first: 


"First of all, I would agree that we are very inactive in conceptualizing the work 
programs of the Chamber of Republics and Provinces, as--after all--one can see by 
looking at the ideas, proposals, and suggestions that we have been offering in 
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recent years for the purpose of designing work programs for this chamber. I would 
like to remind you that the work program of the Chamber of Republics and Provinces 
is, for all practical purposes, the work program of the Assembly of Serbia as 
well. In my opinion, we must expand the number of participants who formulate 

the republic's stands on to the work of the Chamber of Republics and Provinces, 
starting with associated labor, opstinas, and sociopolitical organizations on up 
to the Presidency of the Republic." 


Milos Milosaviljevic, vice president of the Assembly of Serbia, is of the opinion 

that the republic's delegation has never blocked certain federal decisions and has 
even been "attentive to the real financial problems of other republics and provinces, 
notwithstanding our references to the interests of our own republic." 


Finally, summing up the meeting, Dusan Ckrebic (in the chair) presented some of 
his observations about the nearly 3 years of the delegation's work: 


"I have learned from practice that certain matters that executive organs have 
very successfully coordinated among themselves have been subsequently reopened in 
the Assembly. They were reopened because delegates were insufficiently consulted 
by executive organs, which formulated stands that they advocated, these stands 
being immediately 'rechristened' as the official stands of a republic or province. 
Accordingly, executive organs carry a great burden of responsibility precisely 
because of the inadequate functioning of our method and system of work, since 
each spoken word takes on the quasi-status of a republic-level stand. This, 
however, is not and could not be their intention, nor do they wish that it be 
interpreted as such. 


"I have said this because we must struggle for delegates to really feel consulted 

and involved in decision-making rather than being engaged in purely formal activities. 
We must also do this in similar situations in the future, we must insist that 
delegates be respected, even if it is merely a matter of their saying yes or no. 

At least this single word."
